A Famous Hoax. 


The recent annual meeting of the 
British Association at York must have 
recalled to many middle-aged people the 
famous session of 1898, when Mr. Louis 
de Rougemont told the assembled men of 
science all about his adventures in Aus 
tralia.

Novels by Gramaphone. 


Novels are becoming longer and longer, 
but an American invention, now being 
tested by the Bell Telephone Company, 
looks likely to deprive even the longest 
novel of possible tedium. It is reported 
that the Bell. Company, in conjunction 
with the Victor Company, is working on 
a long-playing record which will make 
it possible to record a long novel on eight 
discs. The work is being very closely 
followed by the American Foundation for 
the Blind, Cellulose acetate discs are being 
made, and the system used is said to give 
a wider band of frequencies than that 
usually adopted in recording at present. 
The records are to play for half-an-hour, 
but at present the cost of making them 
is too high to make them a commercial 
success, and experiments are being made 
to reduce the cost so as to bring the records 
within the reach of a large market. It 
may be, if these experiments are success- 
ful. that in the near future novels will be 
sold in the form of gramaphone records 
instead of in the form of printed books, 
and there will not even be the trouble of 
holding them. i 


New cYCulton Delicacies. 


I feel that my readers will be grateful 
for the recent investigations made on the 
muscles belonging to the inevitable and 
monotonous leg of mutton. During the 


coming months, when lamb can no longer 
be disguised by mint sauce, portions of 
‘* biceps femoris ” can be safely included 
in the menu as a tender delicacy, while 
the flavour of the ‘‘ seminus embranosus '' 
is certain to be equally appetising. The 
care in preparing these dishes will, how- 
ever, have to equal that of the Cambridge 
cooks, who so served up innumerable legs 
of mutton that many, notable men of 
science were actually able to distinguish 
and dissect out the various muscle fibres. 
On comparing notes on the fibres found to 
be the more tender, or of finer grain, a 
definite correlation was discovered to exist 
betwoon tenderness and grain or size. We, 
therefore, hope to discover a correlation 
between the cooking of mutton in our own 
homes and that done for research.

THE GREAT SOUTHERN 
RAILWAYS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH T1..ES. 

Sir,—In connection with the Great 
Southern Railway crisis, I am afraid. that 
such correspondence as the letter signed by 
‘* Sharebolder”’ in your, issue of Wednesday 
last will not help to make matters better. 
‘‘Shareholder”’ may a person of great 
substance, but this fact does not entitle him 
to sneer at his poorer brethren, and, more- 
over, it does not entitle him to insult people 
in Cork or elsewhere who are merely anxious 
to preserve the tar pittance which in very 
many cases stands between the new poor and 
the indignity of public charity. 

There is no advantage at the present 
stage in seeking to fix the cause of the rail- 
way uait on any particular section. What 
is generally required is an united effort to 
restore the fortunes of the railway under- 
taking. The important consideration is to 
examine how this end can be accomplished in 
a businesslike way. As matters stand at 
present, the directors blame the late Govern- 
ment and the workers. The shareliolders, 
who so far have had the courage to voice 
publicly their opinions, blame th® directors 
as the paid custodians of their interests. The 
workers generally have not to any great 
extent blamed anyone, but they naturally 
are not prepared to face starvation. Of all 
the parties concerned the railway workers 
are undoubtedly the least blameworthy. 

As between the management, the share- 
holders and the employés generally, the whole 
concern is a family matier. Before any 
approach to the Government of the day is made 
or any other steps taken these parties should 
set their house in order. Rightly or wrongly, 
there is a widespread impression that the 
business of the company is not efficiently 
carried on. If it is efficiently carried on, 
there is no satisfactory evidence of the fact. 
The production of such evidence would un- 
questionably put a very different complexion 
on the position, and its production is the first 
essential. Unless they are devoid of . all 
reason the stockholders cannot object. Have 
the directors or employés generally any 
objection? Will they object to have. the 
whole system as a business undertaking re- 
ported upon by experts selected by them- 
selves and the stockholders? 

Reverting to ‘‘ Shareholder,’ I would like 
to know whether the following figures are not 
such as would excite the curiosity of even 
the poor intelligence of others as well as of 
the “ Cork experts *’ :—

THE MOON 


CLEARLY VISIBLE IN DUBLIN. 


Thousands of people throughout Ireland 
watched the eclipse of the moon in the south- 
eastern skies last night. — Although clouds 
obscured the moon for periods during the 
period of the eclipse, the phenomenon was 
Clearly visible in Dublin. 

It was shortly before 8.30 p.m. when the 
first section of the earth’s shadow, which at 
the moon’s distance has a diameter of approxi- 
mately 6,000 miles, was seen on the surface of 
the moon. Gradually the shadow spread over 
the greater area of the satellite until, at 10 
o'clock, only a small strip of light on the 
north-western edge of the moon was visible, 
the remainder of the surface showing a faint 
copper-coloured glow, due to the deflection of 
the sunlight round the earth by the refraction 
of our atmosphere. 

The moon slowly passed from the shadow, 
and by midnight was completely clear. 

The position of the moon, which was high 
above the horizon at the time of the eclipse, 
rendered observation from the streets of cities 
and towns comparatively easy. 

Although not as spectacular as an eclipse 
of the sun, last night’s lunar eclipse afforded 
we ackinr ay for a number of scientific 
observations, such as information as to the 
temperature and absorbing power of the 
surface of the moon, and enabled astronomers 
to observe stars near the moon, which under 
normal conditions are invisible.

THE BORDER DIFFICULTY. 

At the judges’ luncheon, Mr. 8. G. Taylor, 
vice-president, proposed the health of the 
judges, all of whom, he said, were experts 
in the canine world. Some of them had been 
in Belfast before judging their show, and 
as hoped to see them again in the future. 

Mr. J. A. Carbery, responding, commended 
the Belfast Dog Show Society for holding 
the show this year, notwithstanding: the 
Customs duties, which prevented a number 
of entries from the Free State. Had there 
been wo such restrictions the show. would 
have benefited to the extent of another £100. 
Notwithstanding the difficulty of the posi- 
tion, it was gratifying to see that many Free 
State exhibitors had brought their dogs for 
exhibition and paid the tax, and they could 
appreciate their action all the more on that 
account. There was no border, .and never 
would be a border, so far as dogs were ‘con- 
cerned. He hoped that before another year 
this question of tariffs would have dis- 
appeared. 

Mr. J W. Marples, of Our Dogs, who also 
responded, endorsed the remarks of Mr. 
Carbery in reference to the tariff. All the 
British judges were keen to come te Ireland 
and give any assistance possible at champion- 
ship shows.

Mayo Labour Troubles 
Sequel.

Arising out of the recent labour troubles at 
Newport (Mayo) Harbour, the Attorney- 
General, at the local District Court, - prose- 
cuted a small farmer’s son named Masterson 
for assaulting Sergeant Kealy. 

Sergeant Kealy said that on August 4, when 
cycling to the quay, where the Guards had 
a ship under protection, the defendant 
deliberately knocked him off his bicycle. He 
admitted that he gave the defendant a push 
and a slap in the face when he followed him 
and demanded his name. ‘‘n the previous day 
there was a labour dispute—the defendant 
and others tried forcibly to unload a ship.

A Traffic Danger. 


Overcrowding in omnibuses has become 
a social evil of no small magnitude, and 
we are glad to learn that at last it is 
being taken seriously by the Free State’s 
magistrates. Yesterday District Justice 
Little, in Dublin, within the space 
of half an hour, imposed fines of £52 for 
this offence, and warned all and sundry 
that he would demand the maximum 
penalty in every care until the practice 
should cease, The normal excuse appears 
to be that omnibus conductors are unable 
to steel their tender hearts against the 
supplications of the stranded. Mr. Little 
very properly was impatient of this 
nonsense; and we do not doubt that less 
generous motives often prompt conductors 
to take more passengers aboard than their 
omnibuses are designed t carry. 
Especially in the case of the small com- 
panies, which possess only one or 
two vehicles, an anxiety to return good 
takings to a not too prosperous proprietor 
must be paramount. Are such pro- 
prietors, moreover, always to be trusted 
not to penalise a servant whose sense oí 
good citizenship reacts upon their in- 
comes? Overcrowding, undoubtedly, would 
occur less often if there were fewer small 
companies on the road; for larger under- 


takings would be more likely to display, 


as they would be more able to afford, a 
greater sense of responsibility. In the 
meanwhile we hope that all the District 
Justices will follow Mr. Little’s example. 
and will deal out penalties with a severe 
and impartial hand. Citizens, too, must 
play their part by care not to place 
temptation in the conductors’ way. It 
will be a grave reflection on Irishmen’s 
civic sense if they wait until some hideous 
accident arouses public opinion to the 
manifest dangers attached to overcrowding 
in omnibuses.

Costly Stamps. 


It is reported that a group of French 
collectors has offered £8,000 for the 
envelope of the letter which Blanchard 
carried in his balloon tight from 
Philadelphia to New Jersey in 1795. 
Such a price is not unknown for a single 
stamp ; for it was paid just after the War 
by an American for the one cent. 
black in magenta, British Guiana speci- 
men. In earlier days, when the famous 
one penny orange-red and twopenny blue 
Mauritius stamps were the dream of col- 
lectors, ideas were less spacious, and a 
figure between one and two thousand 
pounds was thought to be the high-water 
mark of price. The King actually gave 
£1,500 for an unused copy of the twopenny 
Mauritius stamp, and this deal was the 
climax.of a not unromantic story. A 
schoolboy owned the stamp in an other- 
wise comparatively worthless collection, 
for which a too astute dealer offered him 
a wholly inadequate price, but enough to 


whet his curiosity. Fortunately, an uncle 


intervened at this stage, with the result 
that the collection was put up to auction, 
where His Majesty bought the: Mauritius 
stamp. British stamps always have been 
remarkable in that—with the exception of 
a single issue of postcards—they never 
have borne the name of ‘heir country of 
origin. The Monarch’s head and, perhaps, 
the fact that Britain was fir:. in the field 
with stamps have been deemed a sufficient 
identification. Until lately Afghanistan 
shared this distinction. The present 
fashion is for air mail stamps, and the 
ordinary issues may experience a slight 
set-back in prices, of which far-seeing 
collectors will take intelligent advantage.

Major Deasy, who presided, said he could 
not exaggerate the gravity of the situation 
for all of them and for the whole country. 
Traffic receipts had fallen in the past three 
years by the sum of one million pounds. They 
were up against a problem which was almost 
exactly the same in other countries—namely, 
the growing competition of road vehicles 
which carried heavy freights at fast rates of 
speed. This country could not afford to main- 
tain railways and at the same time keep the 
roads in a state of efficiency suitable for these 
heavy vehicles. It would. therefore, appear 
to be advisable to increise the rates for 
licences for these heavy vehicles. so that the 
proceeds might be more compatible with the 
cost of maintaining the roads. The railways 
were suffering from unfair competition i 
reason of the imposition of restrictions whic 
did not apply to their rivals. It was abso- 
lutely essential that there should be legislation 
to deal with the matter. 

It had been contended that the only practic- 
able solution of the transport problem was 
nationalisatior.. . In his opinion nationalisa- 
tion would be a bad thing for the whole coun- 
try, the railways and the railway employés. 
It should be opposed, as there was no known 
case of State-managed railways being -finan- 
cially successful. In the present financial 
osition of this country it would be particu- 
far inadvisable for the State to embark on 
such a gigantic enterprise. Moreover, he did 
not think it was possible to nationalise por- 
tion of a railway in a country. e Great 
Northern Railway ran in Northern Ireland, 
and that portion of it would rot be subject 
to nationalisation. Another objection to 
nationalisation was that the railways would 
be subject to political control. 

A very important point, to which sufficient 
attention had not been drawn, was the fact 
that English trade unions were seeking to 
impose conditions of employment on 
railways which, he believed, were similar to

NO NEW MINISTRY. 


It had been advocated that there should be 
a Ministry of Transport, but he thought it 
would be unwise; for financial reasons, to 
create any new Ministry.

MANIFESTO.

HE manifesto issued by the Labour 
Party as a, result of its deliberations 
on Tuesday, was the subject of much 
comment in political circles yesterday. 
The general opinion appeared to be that 
the ‘differences between the “abour and 
the Fianna Fail parties are now so 
negligible that the continuation of the 
two in separate camps seems quite un- 
necessary. One deputy summed up the 
manifesto by remarking that in so far 
as the ‘‘ suggestions ” made at the meet- 
ing were not actually in line with the 
declared policy of the Fianna Fail Party, 
they were, for the most part, vote- 
catching contrivances by which both 
parties might secure advantayes. 

The omission from the official report 
of any indication as to the amount of 
agreement wich existed was com- 
mented upon. The information from 
other sources is that there was quite a 
considerable volume of criticism ot 
various aspects-of the Government policy, 
notably certain decisions of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and the failure of the 
Government to take any steps in regard 
to the railway situation. 

It is understood that there and other 
matters will be discussed with the 
President when Mr. Norton and other 
delegates see him to-morrdw prior to his 
departure for Geneva.

PLAN TO SUBSIDISE 
DANUBIAN GRAIN, 


From Revter’s CORnrsPONDENT,. 
STRESA, Wednesday. 


The joint plan for the relief of the 
agrarian States of Central Europe and 
Eastern Eurepe was to-day explained to a 
full meeting of the Economic Agrarian 
Committee of the Stresa Conference by 
the Italian delegate, Senator de Michelis. 

The scheme provides for the creation of 
a central fund, to be used to pay the 
Danubian countries an economic price for 
their grain. The agrarian countries in 
return will be expected to give a special 
tariff and other concessions to the im- 
porting countries. These concessions will 
be determined by direct negotiations. 

Senator de Michelis stressed the point 
that all European countries, and not 
merely countries which imported Danu- 
bian grain, would be expected to con- 
tribute to the fund. This was a reassur- 
ance to continental delegates who thought 
that Britain would be getting off lightly 
by buying nothing while benefiting pv 
improved purchasing power in Centra! 
Europe. 

Senator de Michelis again stressed the 
necessity of a settlement of the debts 
question simultaneously with the 
commencement of the agrarian scheme in 
order that the credit of the countries con- 
cerned might be fully rehabilitated. 

Another plea for the abolition of ex- 

change restrictions was made by Mr. 
Addison, the British delegate, who 
declared that world recovery was impos- 
sible till this had been done. 
_ The Commission then adjourned 
indefinitely to enable delegates to get into 
touch with their Governments on the 
scheme,

HORSES TO BE “LENT” TO 
COLLECTIVE FARMS.

RIGA, Wednesday. 


Russian peasants are greatly alarmed 
at the prospect of a rigid enforcement of 
the new horse decree, which orders every 
individual peasant household to deliver 
up its horse for work on the coilective 
farms. 

Soviet tractors have proved quite in- 
capable of meeting the démands made 
upon them by the Soriet countryside, and 
the collective farms. all over the country 
are suffering acutely from lack of traction 

wer. 

The Commissariats of Agriculture and 
Justice. have, therefore, decreed that all 


i horses are to be “‘ lent " to the neighbour- 


ing collective farm, which will return 
them when the working season is finished. 

Meanwhile the owners must work their 
own farms as best they can without their 
horses. 

The strict enforcement of this decree by 
all provincial departments will. inevitably 
mean an increase of distres;: for millions 
of Soviet peasants, and it appears un- 
likely, even so, that it will enable them 
to catch up with the autumn ploughing 
and sowing, which are already very back- 
ward as compared with last year.

REVOLUTION A DAY IN 
CHILE.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Wednesday. 

Hard on the ousting of President Davila 
yesterday by a threat to bomb his Palace 
comes the news to-day that trouble has 
arisen among the new leaders ; that Colonel 
Merino, the commander of the Chilean Air 
Force, who was the prime mover in the 
revolt, has fled to the EI Bosque air port, 
and that when Colonel Lagos, Minister of 
War under Sefior Davila, captured the air 
port with a company of infantry, all 
seventy ‘planes stationed there had 
vanished, 

The Air Force is believed to have been 
dispersed by Colonel Merino’s orders, 
pending further developments. 

General Blanche, the  ‘“‘ soldier- 
aristocrat,’’ only yesterday chosen as 
Acting President by the Military Junta, 
this morning submitted his resignation, 
and a committee.of Army leaders has been 
hastily organised in an effort to stabilise 
the situation. 

Sefior Javier Angel Figeroa, ex- 
President of the Supreme Court, is taking 
over the Vice-Presidency of the Republic. 
He will form a Cabinet and hold the 
Presidential and Congressional elections, 
he states, with ample guarantees for com- 
plete freedom from imterference. It is 
claimed that he has the support of the 
armed forces.

HOW RISE IN PETROL 


PRICE HITS TRADE. 


HE increase in the 
which was announce 
combines on Tuesday has dealt another 
blow at the motor trade in the Free State, 
which is already much harassed by tarifis 
on motor bodies and parts. Of course, 
the new price of petrol has been decreed 
by the petrol combines which control the 
world’s supplies, and has no relation to 
the present economic dispute. 

The motor trade in the Free State is 
smarting under this recent blow ; for it is 
natural to assume—as it has been assumed 
by many ple in the trade—that car- 
owners will leave their cars in the garages, 
not using them so frejuently, and conse- 
quently sales will decrease. 

A Dublin car dealer told a repre- 
sentative of the Irish Times that it 
was unforturiate that the combines 
had decided to push up the prices at the 
end of the licensing gharter, when owner® 
will think twice before licensing their cars 
for the winter. — 

Garage-owners were caught ‘‘ very short.”’ 
by the combines; tor only at a late hour 
was the decision to increase the price made 
known. Tanks were sealed and extra 
supplies were not available, as on other 
occasions when there were variations of 
price. 


APPLICATION TO MINISTER. 


Petrol, owing to the tax of 8d. per 
gallon, has been selling at a loss, which 
was accentuated by the competition with 
outside interests; which declined always 
to Join with the combines in alterations 
of prices. 

The new price will undoubtedly affect 
the ordinary person who uses the omnibus 
as his mode of conveyance. 
Dublin will in all likelihood be revised in 
view of the extra charges which omnibus 
companies will have to bear. There was 
no official indication in Dublin last night 
that fares were to be increased, and the 
position is made all the more difficult by 
the recent, legislation by the Free State 
Government dealing with omnibus services. 
which gives the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce power to fix fares. 

Doubtless, negotiations must take place 
with the Minister before fares will be 
altered, and it is possible that there will 
be a joint application put before the 
Minister to reduce in some way the tax 
on petrol, which is making difficult the lot 
of omnibus-owners, big and small. 

The reduction in tax to be asked for 
will be the amount of the new increase in 
petrol prices.

AUTONOMY FOR 
CATALONIA. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
says:—When the statute comes into force 
the autonomous State of Catalonia will 
have her own Parliament and her own 
courts, and she will maintain her own 
social services. The Generalitat (or 
Government) will have its own taxes, and 
will receive a proportion of the revenue 
of others due to the Central Government. 
It will also have power to create new 
sources of revenue, though it will not be 
able to. raise: foreign loans without the 
permission of the Cortes, Both Catalan 
and Castilian will be official languages, 
and. the Republic, as well as the 
Generalitat, will maintain primary and 
secondary schools. The Republic reserves 
the right to intervene in questions of 
public order when the security of the 
State demands this. In certain matters 
affecting railways, the Press and agri- 
culture Cataionia will have to carry out 
the laws of the Republic. Foreign affairs 
will, of course, remain entirely under the 
control of Madrid. | 

With these restrictions upon complete 
freedom. which are not more severe than 
good sense dictabeg, Catalonia will be her 
own mistress. It would be too much to 
assume that the Catalan problem is now 
finally solved, and that there will be no 
further dispute; but in essentials the 
settlement should be lasting. It is a 
solid achievement, upon which Sefior 
Azana, the Prime Minister, may pride 
himself. His methods of government 
may be somewhat arbitrary, but they seem 
to be effective. The prompt suppression 
of the recent Monarchist revolt showed 
that he has the country in control, and 
that when action is needed he is ready 
and capable. The passing of the Catalan 
Statute. and of the hardly-less important 
Land Bill, is evidence that he can work 
steadily to a programme that requires 
legislation. 

The ambitious reform measure, by 
which the land in Andalusia and other 
agricultural provinces is to be expro- 
priated and turned over to the peasants, 
either individually or in communities, as 
tenants of the State, may be less easy to 
carry out than the Catalan Statute, but 
it is certainly a bold attempt to conjure 
away unrest in a province where the 
people are in their different ways as tur- 
bulen; as the inhabitants of Catalonia. 
Tha two laws passed at the same sitting 
of the Cortes are both intended as peace 
measures. I: will be fortunate for Spain 
if they are successful. The land measure. 
with all the difficulty of finance and 
operation which it entails, may leave the 
foreign observer sceptical, but the Catalan 
settlement seems to promise well.

SUGGESTED LEGAL ACTION.

WICKLOW, Wednesday. 


When 200 farmers attended a meeting 
at Shillelagif to consider the present 
economic position of the agricultural in- 
dustry, Mr. W. Hammond presiding, a 
new suggestion to end the economic dis- 
pute was put forward by Mr. Hackett, 
who was formerly of the Offaly Farmers’ 
Union, and is now resident in County 
Wicklow. 

Mr. Hackett said that he “had given 
this matter of the economic war between 
Britain and the Saorstat considerable 
thought, not only from the point of view 
of its effects on the country at present, 
but the effect on generations to come, and 
he had put a question to a lawyer friend 


—Could any farmer seek an injunction in | 


our courts against the present Govern- 
ment over the annuities that had been 
collected? His friend, in reply, wrote :'— 
“ Undoubtedly, any person who 
paid annuities which are now in the 
suspense account could obtain an in- 
junction from the High Courts, 
either’ to compel that the annuities be 
id over to the sinking fund con- 
trolled by the British Government, or 
restrain the Irish Land Commission 
and the Government from utilising 
the annuities otherwise than so pro- 
vided under the Land Acts. This is 
not my opinion alone, but that ol 
every lawyer I have consulted.”’

GETTING WORSE DAILY. 


The meeting developed a certain amount 
of liveliness occasionally. 

The Ghairman had explained that the 
meeting was one of farmers, and was not 
political in any sense. It had been de- 
layed in the hope that Ottawa would 
bring back a settlement or that the return- 
ing delegates would have a hopeful message. 
Instead the position was getting worse 
daily and rapidly, and they faced addi- 
tional losses in November by the with- 


drawal of the British Commonwealth | 


preferences. If the position was not so 
serious and grave it would be ridiculous 
and absurd—to think that they had stuff 
to sell and could not sell it; with a market 
at their doors to supply and they could 
not supply it. It would seem from the 
contradictory statements of the Ministers 
that they had not an agreed policy. 
Mr. M. Fleming, County Corncillor, 


‘said that the money was not denied. The 


Irish Government and people were not 
robbers, and, if the British had a claim, 
there was the world-wide Court of Geneva 
at which to decide the issue. As regards 
the sale of cattle. a few years ago the 
entire movement of cattle had been held 
up for thirty-seven weeks, and there had 
not been a word against it.

THE MANDATE. 


Mr. P. J. O'Loughlin said that the | 


Government had asked and received this 
mandate as to the oath and the annuities, 
and they were trying now to put that 
mandate into execution. They were pre- 
pared to submit the annuity question to 
an international tribunal, and was it that 
the British were afraid to put their claim 
before any but a packed jury’ —. 
Replying to the Chairman, he said that 
he was not satisfied with the present pos!- 
tion of the farmers; but this meeting 
came together to pass resolutions of 
censure against a Government that was 
trying to help them. ; 
Mr. E. Hammond said that in his 
thirty years' residence in the country he 
had tried to be fair, held no politics, and 
looked upon all politicians as parties 
who tried to exploit the ordinary 
ublic. The bald facts were that under 
arnell, whom he had sympathised 
with, they sought ownership of their 
lands, eventually under the various 
Land Acts they got this eventual owner- 
ship, and now it was a question of breaking 
their promise to repay the money given to 
them to buy. If they did that, and if the 
present Government retained their annui- 
ties, he warned them that they would not 
own anything on their land, farm, house 
or stock ; it would become all the property 
of the State; and, in his opinion, they 
were heading rapidly for a state similar to 
Russia, in spite of all. their displays of 
devotion and religion. They were rushing 
madly, blindly on the rocks at the bidding 
of silver-tongued politicians ; they were 
being rob by politicians, sed ty

Captain Woodhouse proposed a resolu- 
tion “ viewing with increasing anxiety the 
continuance of the present economic con- 
flict with Great Britain, believing that it 
can only end in the complete destruction 
of the live-stock trade of the Saorstat and 
the bankruptcy of the farming. com- 
munity; calling on the Government to 
take the steps that would end the conflict 
and enable farmers to continue their 
means of ‘livelihood, the Government 
having so far failed to secure for them: a 
suitable market for exportable surplus, 
and that it was, therefore, their duty to 
restore the market for their produce.”

HEADING FOR. RUIN. 
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WEST LIMERICK FARMERS 
CALL FOR TRUCE, 


At a meeting of the Executive of the 
West Limerick Farmers’ Union, Mr. C. D. 
O'Sullivan, chairman, presiding, | the 
following resolution was adopted on a 
division ly eleven votes to five against :— 

“Phas we are convinced that the 
economic conflict is leading to ruin and 
bankruptcy, and. we call on the Govern- 
ment to immediately negotiate a truce 
with a view to the settlement of the 
present dispute, and the restoration of 
triendly relations with Britain.’’ 

Mr. J. J. O'Shaughnessy, T.D., sup- 
porting the resolution, said that if the 
present conflict continued for another 
three months the farmers would be faced 
with ruin, because they would be unable 
to dispose of their surplus _— stock. 
Labourers would not be able to secure 
employment, and shopkeepers would not 
be able to carry on. He was in favour of 
a settlement of the dispute by negotiation. 
The farmers of the country should band 
themselves together and call on Mr. de 
Valera to negotiate a settlement, failing 
which he should be asked to stand aside 
and allow somebody else to settle the 
question. 


RESOLUTION OPPOSED. 


Mr. T. Condon, Newcastle-West, strong] 
opposed the resolution, and said that Mr. 
de Valera should be given a fair chance ot 
carrying out the mandate that he got from 
the majority of the Irish people. The 
Government should be allowed to develop 
its programme. He was of opinion that 
the dairy farmers had not much to com- 
plain of at present. He did not think 
that the Government was getting a fair 
chance 

Mr. O'Donnell said that it wes most 
unfair to introduce a resolution of this 
nature in the present crisis. Why should 
not Cumann na nGaedheal stand aside like 
decent Irishmen and let the Government 
carry out its mandate from the majority 
of the Irish people.

THE WORK OF PUBLIC BODIES 


—__——_ - 


Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, speaking on 
behalf of the Government, said that they were 
deeply interested in the Conference and in the 

ioná that were taking place. hey were 
useful contributions. to matters of greatest 
public interest, Jt was too often that citizens 
spoke slightingly of the work of public bodies 
top, often they heard snetring and jeering 

about corporations and individuals 
i ea with them. He had had that 
experience himself, but he had heard the same 
sert of criticism in Paris, New York, and 
Canada. He would say to the citizens of 
Ireland that they ought to be grateful to the 
members of their public bodies for dong work 
for which they got no thanks and expected 
no thanks. ‘They were doing useful public 
work; men of business and experience giving | 
valuable time to that work, and citizens ought 
to appraise their services at their real value, 

He thought that the Press was very often 
responsible for the manner in which criticism 
was levelled at public bodies. It was a fact 
that the work done at ordinary meetings of 
public bodies was of little news value. Wher 
matters relating to. sewage, water-works, and | 

eneral matters were under discussion the 
Press scarcely noticed it, but if there was 
some kind of tiff or row then they had flaring 
headlines in the newspapers, whereas the good 
work passed unnoticed. He appealed to = 
Press to adjudge at its proper value the - 
wprk done by every local authority in the 
country, no matter what were its political 
cdnviction. Wa 

That, kind of ge goil 
of. keeping out of public 
might Ho aid work, and it was with the 
view to encouragiug such men to put them- 
selves forward for election that he would 
urge on the Press to be a little more just in 
alloting space to the various items of dis- 
cussion in public bodies’ programmes. 


THE HOUSING ACT. 


Referring to the recent Housing Act, he 
said that niore facilities were now at the dis- 
osal of public bodies for the erection of 
ouses than ever Infore, and he asked 
them, in God's name and in Ireland's name, 
to make full use of these facilities. — 

His object was to devote all the time and 
attention and money necessary to abolish the 
slums and provide proper housing accommoda- 
tion for the poor. He had lived all his life 
in the midst of the slums, and knew the con- 
ditions of the poor, and now, as a Christian, 
having a say in the government of the State, 
Ké could not stand by and see the conditions 
allowed to continue as they were. When the 
Housing Bill was passing through the Dail 
he got not alone the help of his own colleagues 
in the Government, but of all parties in the 
two Houses, and whatever criticism there was 
was of a helpful character. Everybody was 
only too anxicus to see their plans put into 
operation as soon as possible. He wanted to 
give justice and fair play to everybody, and 
to thank everybody for the speedy way that 
the bill was put through. 


THE END OF THE SLUM. 


He reminded the representatives of public 
bodies that they had these increased facilities 
at their disposal, with a friendly, helpful! 
Administration and officials of all kinds, whose 
only anxiety was to be of help and assistance. 
The Department of Local Government and 
Public Health, in this matter of housing, did 
not mind what trouble local bodies gave if 
only the houses were built. Public utility 
societies had better grants by ten per cent. 
than ever before. He had heard criticism of 
cases where political groups took up the 
work of utility societies, but in that matter, 
+ he said, the more competition there was the 
better. Let every branch of a political orga- 
nisation start a public utility society, and let 
the best win. hat he wanted was to see 
an end of the slum problem in town and 
city, and an end of the insanitary houses in 
the rural areas, Houses were the great need 
at the moment, and in supplying that peed 
they were also supplying a solution for. the 
unemployment problem. 

On the question of finance, he said that the 
rate of interest—5j—seemed high, but in 
reality it was he lowest that they had since 
before the war, and in the present conditions 
they could hardly expect Jess. As the public 
bodies received two-thirds of it back from the 
Government, they were reaily getting the 
money for housing at less than two per cent. 


BIG PROBLEMS. 


We as a Government are tackling big 
problems, and I hope, said Mr. O'Kelly, we 
are tackling them in a big way. We are, 
however, up against other problems, and one 
was the economic reconstruction of the 
country. That is a big task which we have 
faced, and which “we are going to carry 
through successfully. In adopting this pro- 
gramme .of economic reconstruction we are 
taking up and trying to put into practice 
the teachings of the late Arthur Griffith, 
who taught us that we were going on wrong 
lines in allowing the country to be a wholly 
agricultural country. As an agricultural 
country. we have been at the mercy of our 
neighbour, who could dictate the price for 
our agricultural stock, and dictate the price 
of manufactured goods imported into this 
country from outside. We want to end that, 
and to make Ireland a iree 
economically as well as politically. 

That is a big task, and owing to certain 
factors we were forced to develop that pro- 
gramme in the last few months at a much 
more rapid rate than might otherwise have 
been necessary. It is our intention to 
develop the country economically, and to 

ive the towns of Ireland an opportunity 
or resurgence that is very necessary for 
them in most cases to-day. The industries 
of our country, such as they were, have been 
destroyed, and we want to restore them. 

He went on to say that in Drogheda and

IMPORTANCE OF CHEAP MONEY. 


paper on “ Housing Finance,” Mr. 
Hanrahan, Kilkenny, said that the 
terms on which money could be borrowed 
from the Local Loans Tond-aunely, caid 
five years at 53 per cent.—were very high.

All the latest issue of the Dublin Cor- 
rtation Stock had been taken up by the 
nks. He suggested legislation to enable 
small authorities which could not at present 
issue stock to be brought together into 
groups to help them to float loans, the 
airount taken = each to be in proportion 
to the rateable valuation of the particular 
urban ‘area, and tLe charges to be borne in 
proportion te the portion of the loan ob- 
tained. This would chsapen money by from 
lt to 13 per cent. ,and make possible the 
reduction of rents from nine pence to a 
shilling per week at the lowest. 

Mr. Magennis, Kilkenny, complained 
that the Lonal Government Department was 
too straight-laced; and were not trustful in 
their attitude. towards Local Authorities. 
They should forego some of their restxc- 
tions. 

Mr, F. J. Meghen, Commissioner for Bray, 
Howth: and Ennis, said that there was tog 
great an inclination in the country to criticise 
every new Housing Bill.

BACK FROM THE 
ARCTIC. 


ENGLISH BOYS 
ADVENTURE. 


PARTY of English schoolboys had 
A a .remarkable story to tell of their 
visit to the Arctic Circle and of their 
march through Finnish forests, when they 
landed at Hull last night from the Finnish 
liner; Ilmatar, from Helsingfors, | 
The boys who had been under the leader- 
ship of Surgeon-Commander. Marray-Levick, 
a member of Captain Scótt's last expedition 
to the South Pole, were in excellent health 
and enthusiastic over the trip, though they 
emphasised that it had not been a picnic. 
Surgeon-Commander Murray-Levick, in’ the 
course of an interview, said that the trip had 
been use.al in testing the. powers of en- 


nineteen to fourteen years. This year’s 
experience would be instructive for next year, 
when he was -hoping to organise a larger 
party. 

“This trip,” he said; “ has afforded these 
boys the opportunity of learning to fend for 
themselves. '“ ; 


TEST OF FATIGUE. 

This was the first expedition organised by 
the Public Schools’, Exploring Club, and its 
finest. test had been one of fatigue. The boys 
had been through typical Finnish forests, 
and he considered that a ten miles journey 
on foot was as much as they could be ex- 
pected to do. They had come through ‘their 
marching very well 

The schoolboys who made the trip were:— 
D. R. Buxton, 19, of Bryanston; H. Glyn, 
16, of Eton; N. T. Browne, 19, of Tonbridge; 
i). F. Pearl, 17, of Ardingly; J. M. Gosnell, 
18, of Uppingham; R. 8 Tessier, 16, of 
Haileybury; R. Lees-Smith, 15, of Chelten- 
ham; and» John Vivian, 14,| of H.M.S. Wor- 
cester, training ship. 

Describing. their experiences, they stated 
that vagy travelled 450 miles from Helsing- 
fors to Oulu, and afterwards made a journey 
of 230 miles: by motor car, arranged by the 
Finnish Government,.to the Kuusamo district, 
the wildest part of Lapland. Their main camp 
was established sixteen miles further on, 
the boys traversing the distance on foot and 
in boats. Their. regret- was that-out of 28 
days they had only five days of sunshine, 


IN MOSS TO KNEES. 

“ We carried our tents and luggage, and 
also our stores,”’ said one of the boys, “ and 
moved the camp twice, and we engaged in 
two So We were guided 5 com- 
pass. Our provisions’ consisted of ryebread 
and reindeer meat—quite good stuff when it 
is not too high. We did some fishing. We 
were not allowed to carry guns, the Customs 
authorities forbidding the only weapon we 
had taken with us. It was not a oliday, 
but hard work. Marching through forests 
was heavy, the moss reaching up to our 
knees. and we had to wear waterproof boots 
stretching up to their thighs. 

“We got within the Arctic circle on one 
of our expeditions from the main camp. 
When we started there was only about one 
hour’s darkness, or better described as pro- 
nounced cad ng rather than darkness. Later 
on the peri er longer, and it came in 
cold at night. We had a camp fire, and we 
took night watches in turn.- our tents being 
pitched round a camp fire.”’ 


SHOOTING. RAPIDS. 

The boys stated that they obtained Meteoro- 
logical: readings, and they studied the fauna 
and flora of the district. Some had brought 
back geological specimens. (Opportunity was 
afforded the boys of shooting the rapids, and 
they enjoyed this diversion in canoe-shaped 
boats about 20 feet long. 

Parents and friends of the boys waited at 
King's Cross Station, London, yesterday after- 
noon, and were there again last night to meet 
the 3.30 train. Once more they were dis- 
appointed.” Ky this time the mothers were 
growing anxious. 

Major H. 8. Lis-Smith, father of the 
youngest member of the party, said to a Press 
reporter: '' It looks as though they can get 
near the North Pole, but cannot find their 
way back to London. None of us has received 
any news by telephone or telegram explaining 
the delay.” 


TIRED PARENTS WAIT, 

Tired parents waited until the 10.12 
arrived, and then realised regretfully that 
their boys could not rejoin them until next 
lay. Several had come from Cliftonville, 
Eastbonrne an-1 other places in the country, 
patd had maintained a seven-hours’ vigil at 
the station. 

Among those who waited was a man who 
sailed with Shackleton and was anxious to 
hear the boys’ impressions.
